The rate adjusting resolution 
was introduced by Senator Smith, 
Democrat, South Carolina, chair- 
man of the Interstate Commerce 
Committee, and was supported by 
Senator Cummins, Republican, 
Iowa, who explained the purpose 
of the resolution was to give the 
support of Congress to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to use 
the authority now vested in it. 


SEEN AS GREAT AID 


Spokesmen for the farm bloc 
said the resolution would mark a 
great step forward in aiding the 
farmer in that quick, cheap trans- 
portation would be afforded for 
farm products. 

Senator Capper, Republican, 
Kansas, one of the farm bloc 
spokesmen, in a statement said he 
would oppose adjournment of Con- 
gress until a real effort has been 
made to heip the farmers of this 
country.”

Hunt’s position on the Colorado 
River compact has been challenged 
sharply within his own party. Mul- 
ford Winsor of Yuma, following 
refusal to become a candidate for 
the Democratic gubernatorial nom- 
ination, has fired his first gun in 


a campaign that may have a large 
effect on the determination of his 
party’s choice for the office. Mr. 
Winsor was president of the last 


State Senate. There is assumption 
that he will be a candidate for the 
Senate again at the fall election. 
but in his message of refusal to 
make the race for the Governor- 
ship was contained a paragrapb 
stating his intention of doing his 
best this fall to obtain the assent 
of Arizona to the water distribu- 
tion agreement between the two 
groups of intermountain States. 

Winsor and Hunt once were close 
political associates, he former 
serving as the Governor's private 
secretary till appointed by the 
executive to the position of Land 
Commissioner. Winsor was 
first official Arizona histortan, was 
an active member of the Constitu- 
tional Convention and is considered 
notably well informed concerning 
| southwestern land and water ques- 
tions. 


His home county of Yuma, 
strongly Democratic at the polls, 16

SIGNS OF PROPAGANDA 
Gov. Hunt’s expression of fears 


of the rapadcity of California, of 
development to the advantage of 
American interests in Mexivo and 
the founding of an Asiatic colony, 
et disaster to Arizona from the 
construction of a dam at Boulder 
Canyon are declared to have “all 
the signs of propaganda.“ 

Some of the opposition in Ari- 
zona is quoted as declaring the 
Bouler Canyon project a nefarious 
scheme to grab the power for Los 
Angeles and to steal the water for 
American interests in Mexico.” 
The writer asks: “Why the Asi- 
atic menace, when already along 
the Mexican West Coast are hun- 
dreds of truitful and desirable lo- 
eations where the industrivus Jap 
or the ubiquitous Chinese might 
dispor“ himself with more freedom 
and greater profit than on the 
Lower Cciorado? But throughout 
‘this great territory there are no 
Asiatic colonies.” 

The plans ot Imperial Valley for 
greater reclamation are considered 
feasible, wherever the Colorado 
River dam may be placed, but any 
draft that may be made on the 
stream Los Angeles in any mod- 
ern days is considered unlikely 
to deplete seriously the Colorado's 
waters, this with casual reference 
to the Governor's lugubrieus pre- 
diction “that Arizona might be- 
come a sort of vermiform appen- 
dix of Los Angeles.” Winsor ex- 
presses the thought that the com- 
munities might be mutually help- 
ful. ; 

AS TO OALTIFORNIA 

Then follows consideration of 
what has been set forth in Ari- 
zona as “by far the most alarm- 
ing evidence of California's rapa- 
ciousness, its unmitigated hoggish-

tive government. To know what the Senate 
will do on some measure in which the whole 
people are interested one has only to con- 
sider what the President desires. What- 
ever that is, irrespective of merit, that 

what the Senate will not do. en 

Yet no President of modern times, not 
even Roosevelt in the height of his popu 
larity, enjoyed to a greater extent the con- 
fidence of the whole people. Republicans 
and Democrats alike grant that the Presi- 
dent is courageous, sincere and does not 
play partisan politics, The plan of cam- 
paign of the Democratic preas is simple 
and direct. The Democratic editors do not 
assail the policies of the President, but 


will not follow. his leadership. Their cam- 
paign is not against Coolidge, but the Re- 
publican party, whose leaders, they say, 
profess their allegiance to the President, 
but refuse to support his policies. 

Coolidge is unpopular with the coalition 
that now controls the Senate for the very 
reason that he is popular with the country. 
They feel that his influence must be weak- 
ened, at all hazards. A sufficient number 
of Senators elected as Republicans have 
joined the coalition to defeat the important 
measure that the President favors. On Fri- 
day they rejected the Mellon tax plan. On 
the same day the House of Representatives 
rejected the compromise measure proposed 
as an amendment to the Exclusion Act. 
Little men who have failed are envious 
of one who has; succeeded. They would 
throw the whole country into a commercial 
and industrial panic; they would see fac- 
tories closed by their action, millions of 
men out of employment and millions of 
women and children hungry, if by so doing 
they could shake the confidence of the 
country in the President. | 

For the first time in his career Senator 
Johnson is attending every session of the 
Senate. He is there for every roll call and 
votes consistently for every amendment 
that the administration opposes, .. nat 
every bill that the administration favors. 
He is the most extréme of all the insur- 
gents. Unable to beat the President in 
the primaries, he seeks revenge by joining 
the opposition to him in Congress. 

Such un-American, such disloyal tactics 
will not succeed. They may achieve a par- 
tial success in a Congress that has lost the

SCHOOL BOND NEED ‘SHOWN 


Ten Thousand Committee Points to 100 Per Cent 
Gain in Attendance i in Four Years in Urging Issue 


The Citizens’ Committee of Ten Thousand, nich on March 21 
last indorsed the school bond issue of $34,640,000, in a statement yester- 
day vigorously championed the bond issue. 


The outstanding features of the 
need for the bonds are tabulated 
by the committee as follows: 


During the last four years the 


Los Angeles schools have practic- 
ally doubled in average ly at- 
tendance and enrollment. 

Bight hundred and A&fty-seven 
new rooms are needed—the equiva- 
lent to the building of one sixteen- 
room building every week of the 
calendar year. 

Cc are now being held in 
approximately 600 temporary lo- 
cations, many of which are inade- 
quate and unsanitary, viz., tents; 
bungalows, churches, store build- 
Inga, shacks, poorly ventilated and 
meagerly lighted basements, hall- 
ways, on roofs and in cloak rooms. 

There are approximately 700 
half-day sessions at the present 
time with 20,000 children out of 


school half the day. There are 
hundreds of children out of school 
entirely. 

Land values are continuously ris- 
ing, making the purchase of ade- 
quate school sites at this time more 
economical. 

The school bonds are levied 
against property in the entire 
school districts, the area of the 
city approximating 400 square 
miles while the area of the ele- 
mentary school district approxi- 
mates 650 square miles and the 
area of the high school district ap- 
proximates $60 square miles. 

The total possible bonded in- 
debtedneas of the school districts 
for 1924 and 1925 is approximated 
at $128,950,.958 against an actual 
bonded indebtedness of $67,378,300, 
including the proposed bond issue

Some time ago Prof. Chavez 
Orozeo was designated by the 
Mexican government to make re- 
searches in the National Archives, 
and he found a document about 
California which he believes is as 
yet unknown to historiographers 
of the vice regal period. 


WRITTEN BY MONK 

It was written by a Jesuit monk 
who accompanied the Franciscan 
friars into Alta California. Prof. 
Chavez Orozco says the narrative 
is interestingly written and is filled 
with data, some of which he be- 
lieves is new to California his- 
tory. The chronicle purports to be 
* history of the California coloni- 
zation. The professor brings a 
complete copy of the document 
with him. He also has a copy 
of an early chroniclé of the Texas 
colonization, and some other doc- 
uments bearing on the Texas-Mex- 
ican war. 

Prof. Chavez Orozco is known to 
many American teachers of Span- 
ish who attended the summer 
courses offered to advance stu- 
dents of Spanish by the Mexican 
government. After his graduation 
from the University of Mexico, he 
was selected by competition to 
teach Spanish to the American 
teachers.

A rigid investigation into the 
report that the State Compensa- 
tion Board has contracted with 
laymen for the medical care of 
workmen was demanded last night 
by Dr. Morton Gibbons of San 
Francisco at a meeting of the 
house of delegates of the Califor- 
nia Medical Association which is 
conducting a four-day convention 
here. The meeting was held at the 
Biltmore. 
Action will be taken by the 
house of delegates before the con- 
vention ends, it said. Dr. Gib- 
ne declared that there are re- 
ports to the effect that workmen 
injured under the Compensation 
Act are being treated by laymen 
who have contracted with the 
State Compensation Board for 
profit and that such a profit tends 
to degrade the medical profession 
in general. 

Dr. Earl Hoag, also of San Fran- 
cisco, offered a resolution along
